At  the  firft  SelTion,  begun  and  held 
at  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  in  the 
State  of  Pennfylvania,  on  Monday 
the  24th  day  of  October,  one 
thoufand,  feven  hundred  and 
ninety-one. 

An  a&  for  making  further  and  more 
effe&ual  Provifion  for  the  protection 
of  the  frontiers  of  the  United  States. 

BE  ic  enacted  by  the  Senate  and 
Houfeof  Reprefemarives  of  the 
United  States  ot  America,  in  Ongrefs 
rilembled*  That  the  battalion  of  aitil 
]ery  now' in  fervice  be  compie  ed  1  :• 
cording  to  the  eftabhlhihent,  and  that 
the  two  regiments  of  infantry  now  in 
fei  vice  becomplefed  10  (he  nun  ber  of 
nine  hundred  and  fixe y  nun  eomm'fli 
oned  office: s,  prjvaies  and  pjuficians 
*each.  - 

And  be  it  further  enaftcd,  that  there 
fhall  be  raifed  for  a  term  not  exceeding 
three  years  three  addirional  regiments 
«ach  of  which,  ex  .-lufively  of  the  com 
iriiflioned  office  s,  fhall  confift  of  nine 
hundred  and  fixty  n<>h  com-rnifiioned 
officers,  privates  and  muficians.  And 
that  one  of  the  faid  teniments  be  oiga 
nrzed  in  the  following  manner ;  thai 
is  to  fay,  two  lattalionsof  infantry, 
each  ot  which,  exclufively  of  <hecom- 
iniflloned  officers  fhall  confift  of  thiee 
htindiedand  twenty  non  commifnoned 
officers,  privates  and  musicians;  and 
onp  fquadron  of  light  drauoons  which 
exc  ufivelv  of  thecornmiffioned  officers 
fhall  confift  of  three  hundred  and 
twenty  non  comnVfEoned  officers,  pri- 
vates and  muficians  ;  and  that  it  (hall 
be  a  Condition  in  the  inliftment  ot  the" 
faid  dragoon?,  to  ferve  as  difmoumed 
dragoons',  whenever  they  fhall  he  or- 
dered thereto:  That  the  organization 
-of  the  faid  fquadron  of  light  dragoons 
fhall  be  as  follows,  to  wit ;  one  ma/or, 
one  adjutant,  one  quarter  matter,  one 
furgeon's  mate,  and  four  iroops,  each 
of  which  fhall  confift  of  one  captainy 
one  lieutenant,  one  comer,  four  fer- 
jeants,  four  corporals,  one  farrier,  one 
faddler,  one  trumpeter,  and  fixty-nine 
diagoons.  J  and  the  Ptefident  may  arm 
the  faid  troops  as  he  (hall  think  pro- 
per. 

Provided,  alwayf.  and  be  it  furtheY 
enacted,  That  it  (hall  he  lawful  for  the 
Pfefldent  of  the  United  States  to  orga- 
nize the  faid  five  regiments  of  infant- 
ly,  and  rhe  faid  corps  ofhorfe  and 
artillery,  as  he  fhall  judge  expedient, 
diminifhing  the  number  of  corps,  or 
taking  from^one  corps  and  adding  to 
another;  as  inall  appear  to  him  proper, 
fo  that  the  whole  number  of  officers" 
and  men  ihail  not  exceed  the  limits 
prescribed:  Provided,  Ths:  the  faid 
three  legiments  (hall  be  difcharged 
as  foon  as  the  Unned  ftates  thai!  be 
at  peace  with  the  Indian  tribes. 

And  be  11  funber  enacted,  that  rhe* 
nnn  comm. ffioned  officers,  privates 
and  mufictans  of  the  faid  three  regi- 
ments.  ihail  be.inlifted  for  the  term 
of  three  years,  unlef*  pievioofly  dif. 
chained. 

And  be  it  further  enafted,  Thateve- 
ry  recuut,  who  lhall  be  inlifted  oy  vir- 
tue of  this  act,  (hall  receive  eight  dol- 
!ais  bounty,  and  the  lame  fhall  be 
made  up  to  the  non-commidigncd  of- 


ficer?, privates  an3  tnuixefars  now  in 
fervice,  who  have  enhfted  tor  thiee 
years,  fince  the  palling  of  the  act, 
entitled,  44  An  acl  for  regulating  the 
military  eftabliffiment  of  the  United 
States.

ly dollars;  depiry  quarter  matter,  fif- 
ty dollars ;  aid  de  camp,  in  addition  to 
his  pay  in  the  line,  twerity-four  dol- 
lars ;  brigade  major,  to  act  aifo  as  de- 
puty  mfpertor,  in  addition  to  his  pay* 
in  the  line,  twen-y  four  dollars  ;  prin- 
cipal airiricer,  forty  dollars;  fecond 
artificer,  twenty  fix  dollars.  Regi- 
mental—L'cu'eniint  colonel  c<-m-

>ned  officeis,  who  (hall  not  exceed  in 
number  and  ranft,  the  proportions,  af- 
flgned  to  the  faid  th  ee  regimen  s,  ?nd 
wh.  fepay  mi  other  allowances  fhall 
not,  exelufively  of  fifty  cents  \  er  day 
for  the  ufe>and  rifque  of  'hen  own  hor- 
fes,  exceed  ihofe  of  r  fficets  ol  conef- 
ponding  rank  in  the  faid  jegimen  s. 

And  be  it  further  e  nscted,  Thai  the 
Prefident  ofthe  Unned  Stares  be  au- 
thoiifed,  in  cafe  he  fhall  deem  the 
meafure  expedient,  tc  employ  fuch 
number  of  the  Indians,  and  for  fuch 
compenfations  as  he  may  think  proper 
provided  the  faid  c<  mpenfations  do 
not,  in  the  whole,  exceed  twenty 
thoufand  dollars.

Extract  of  a  letter  from  Paris,  Oc- 
tober 13. 

•c  On  Sunday  a  curious  circum- 
ftance  rook  place  in  the  Chapel  Roy- 
al. Whifli  their  Majefties  were  af- 
lifting  at  mafs,  and  in  the  moment 
of  the  elevation  of  the  holt,  a  perfon 
drefled  in  black,  a  man  between  40 
and  50  years  of  age.  decent  in  his 
appearance,  ftood  up  while  every 
one  elfe  was  kneeling,  and  with  a 
loud  voice,  addreffed  himfelf  to  his 
Majefty  in  thele  words  :  41  Sire  Jc 
demande  la  jujlice antre  M.  DeleJJuh!" 
— "  Sire,  I  demand  j  lftice  againft 
M.  Delrffurtl''  He  held  a  paper 
in  his  hand,  Which  he  prefented 
to  his  Majefty.  Every  eye  was  tur- 
ned on  the  King,  and  the  perfort 
who  had  thus  difturbed  the  ftrvice. 
The  King  with  great  complicency, 
fa:d  to  the  man,  rf  CeU  ne  te  apperti- 
ene  pas  "—*''  This  does  not  belong 
to  me— or  you — addrefs  yourfelf  im- 
properly to  me." — The  guards  at 
the  fame  moment  entered  and  took 
the  perfm  away.  I  have  not  been 
able  to  learn  his  name  or  ftory. 

Two  hundred  men  of  the  Spa- 
fii(h  regiment  ot  Galice  have  defert- 
ed  into  Frtnce.  They  marched 
•with  their  drums  at  their  head. 
Along  the  Frontiers,  feveral  Spani- 
ards are  moving  into  the  French 
territory  attracted  by  their  air  of 
freedom  which  they  breathe  there.

Letters  from  Portugal  fay,  that 
the  meafures  refolved  upon  by  the 
Supreme  Council  to  prefervc  the 
Empire  from  the  principles  now 
prevailing  in  France,  are  obferved 
with  the  greaterf  rigor.  It  is  not 
only  pi  ohibittd  to  read  French  newf- 
papcrs,  pamphlets,  &c.  but  any  even 
upon  limilar  matters,  or  the  leaft 
partial  interference,  whether  for  or 
againlt  the  National  Aflembly,  is 
treated  as  a  crime.  Several  perfons, 
both  foreigners  and  natives,  have 
been  feized  for  tranlgrefling  thofe 
faws.  The  French  Ambaflador 
has  lately  deHred  the  Court  to  de- 
liver up  a  Frenchman  of  quality, 
whom  he  knew  to  have  been  feized 
for  f peaking  his  thoughts  with  too 
mtyqh  freedom.  The  Court  defired 
the  Ambafsador  to  refcue  the  vic- 
tim from  the  hand's  of  anyjurifdic- 
tion  where  he  fhould  find  him. 
The  ftricteft  and  mod  diligent  fearch 
has  been  made  on  the  part  of  the 
Ambafsador;  but  he  being  unable 
to  rind  the  ill-fated  object  any  where 


matters  muft  reft  as  they  art- 
Orders  have  been  lent  to  the  fron- 
tiers, and  to  all  the  harbors  of  the 
kingdom,  to  fuffer  no  Urangers  to 
€ht«r  the  country,  nor  go  on  (hore 
without  his  laying  been  previoufly 
examined  j  ,  and  fome  Grangers 
muft  in  fimilar  cafes,  obtain  a  fpeci- 
al  permiffion  from  the  Court.  The 
Portugueie  troops  are  to  hold  them- 
felves  in  a  ftate  of  complete  readi- 
ngs. It  is  reported,  that  the  Court 
of  Madrid  has  requeued  a.n  army  of 
!'<,ooo  auxiliaries  from  the  C^jeen, 
to  which  her  Majetty  is  faid  to  have 
anfwered,  that  the  prcfent  crifis  of 
the  affairs  of  the  kingdom  render  it 
dangerous  to  fend  off  any  troops, 
whofe  prefence  was  more  fhan  ever 
necefsary  to  maintain  peace :  her 
Majelty,  however,  was  ready,  in  cafe 
fie  cabinet  of  \4adrid  Inould  require 
to  fend  fubfidiesin  money  to  defray 
the  expences  of  raifing  and 
mamtaining  twelve  thdufchd  men* 
All  the  civil  departments  have 
received  orders  fpeedily  to  colleci: 
all  ftanding  debts,  to  furnifh  the 
Royal  Treafury  with  fufficient  fum$ 
for  any  emergency.
